I maruell why hee dath nat * — vs to che Word 
of God. which is not partiall, no mute than the ancient Do- 
ctors ate, and which ſpeaketh with another manner of au- 
thoricy z and much more, that he reſerteth the people to the 
reading of the Greeke and Latine Fathets, whole workes are 
infiaice to be read, and the vnderſtanding of them obicure, 
and, which hee knoweth;the common” people vaderſtand 
not, "and that out of their workes, there ate not many places 
alledged, whereupon there is not (ome queſtion made touch» 
ing theſenſe and tne interpretation otthem. And I am much 
more abalht that he referreth the to the reading of 
etc Fathcrs, to be reſolued in Religion, ſeeing there is vot- 
one of the Fathers, which the Doctors of the Romiſh 
Church due not cenſure, and often times teproue them: For 
they make themſelues Iudges of the Fathers, in Read of re- 
coiuing the Fathers for Iudges. In their bookes of Contro- 
uerſies you ſhall ſee nothing but diuert opinions of the Fa- 
thers, wherof they chooſe thoſe whom they pleaſe; and teiect 
the relt, and many times reiect chem all, to eſtabliſi theit 
one opinions. | 

Now to ſhew, that the reaſon why they referre the come 
mon people to the reading of the Fathers, is not becauſethe 
Fathers fauour them, but onely-taſhun the holy Scriptures 
which they feare, and to leade the mindes of the common« 
people through a way wherein they can neither fee nor know 
any thing : I would gladly know, whether our aduerſaries 
receive the Fathers for Iudges in all our Controuerlies j if 
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they received them not for Tudges but in certain poynts,why 
not alſo in others ? but if they receiue them for Iudges in all 
things, then they mult enter into the liſts , and let ſome of 
them ſhew vs in the Fathers, theſe ſeaueuteent poynts, wher- 
wato, hauing beene ſo often times preft and vrged, they are 
yet to anl were.

ged / are the caules that divers othet things are required in a 
Diuiae, Father Gontrs deceaſed, acknowledging that, and ſee- 
ling himſelfe to be deſtitute of many neceſſary aides thetin, as 
of the knowledge of the Greek & Hebrew tongues, & yet de- 
ſitous to win reputation, inuented certaine means and wayes 
whereby an ignorant petſon, voide of all learning, might 
maintaine a diſputation, and to that end publiſhed divers (mal 
Pampblets,which ſerue to forme and fr ame the manner and 
order which thole that diſpute or conferre with vs, ſhould 
hold, to whom he giveth theſe two counſels ; The firlt is ne- 
uer to yeeld ta make any anſwere, nor to binde themſelues 
to defend the Romiſh Religion, but al wayes to put queſti- 
ons, and to force vs to the defence of out conſeſſion. And 
if they be prefled to proue their beleefe by the Word of God, 
iaſtcad of anſveriog vs, that they ſhould (ay, It belongs not 
to you to examine me of my beleefe , tor I am in po ſſeſſion. 
and you haue no commiſſion to examine me; Seeing you 
are reformers,it belongs to you to reforme mee, and to pro- 
duce your proofes, Aud, ho told you that this is the holy 
Scripture ? 

The other counſell which hee giueth is, that when wee 
come to make obiections, and to produce our proofes , not 
to allow of any thing whatſoeuer we ſhall ſay, i wee ſhew it 
not in the Scripture in as many words and ſyllables as wee 
alledge it; and that, if we frame an argument whereof both 
the propoſitions are in the Scriptures, to deny that they are 
bound to allow the concluſion , becauſe Ariſfotles rules doe 
not binde the faith: And that, if in our diſcourſe we ſhall hap- 
pen to vie theſe words, That « toſay, or, iy conſequence, they 
ſhould force vs to finde thoſe worde, That & to ſay, and, h con- 
ſequence in the Scripture ; And that if we produce a placcin 
the $cripture for the clearing and interpretation of another 
place in the Scripture, they ſhould (ay vnte vs, ſhew mee a

Arine: and what hope is there, to end our Controuerſies 
by the Word of God, ſeeing that they binde vs by the Word 
of God to proue thoſe things which we belec ue not. How 
ſhould they faithfully propound our beleefe to their people, 
when they diſguiſe it vnto vs ? Put the caſe that our Religi- 
on were as full of errors, as it is holy, iuſt, and true: why 
dee they inſteed of ſeeking to draw vs out of errours , goe 
about to drowne vs therein? why doe they ſtudy to make 
worle, inſteed of amendingor bettering vs ? or doe they 
thinke, that wee haue forgotten our Religion, and that wee 
muſt be forc't to come to them to leatne it? Wee are vied 
in the like manner by the Biſhopof Lyon, in his booke that 
he hath made againſt our Epiſtle dedicated to the King. In 
the tenth page , heereduceth our Religion into twelve Arti- 
cles , which he hath forged out of ſome places of our Au- 
thors,which he hath clipt,and-which doe not ſay that which 
he would haue them to boy, which we take for a juſtification 
of our cauſe,ſecing that no man dares encounter with vs 
face to face, nor come directly to vs, but all of them 
take a wrong courſe, and goe by-as way, 
and diſcharge not their choller againſt our 
| Religion, but againſt another, which 
they haue forged at their 
pleaſures. 
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
